More details emerging in Brummett family cases 


Allegations include assault, theft, illegal 
gun-possession and trespassing

STANFORD — As police 
continue to investigate the 
alleged crimes of a father 
and son from the Crab 
Orchard area, documents in 


the court cases against them 
are providing more details 
about what happened along 
Simpson Road in early May. 

Members of the Brummett 
family living in the area first 
made headlines May 9, when 
Danny Brummett of 919 


Simpson Road allegedly 
shot his granddaughter, 
Monique Brummett, in the 
leg. 

Danny Brummett also 
allegedly shot toward his 
wife, Kay Brummett, before 
traveling down the road and 
shooting himself in the head 
at the home of his son, David 
Brummett of 1414 Simpson 
Road.

Danny was not supposed 
to be at the home where his 
wife and granddaughter live 


because of an emergency 
protective order brought 
against him by Monique 
after a Feb. 26 domestic inci¬ 
dent.

According to court docu¬ 
ments in that case, Monique 
filed a criminal complaint 
that Danny struck her twice 


in the face, causing 
"swelling and bruising on 
the right side of her face." 

The assault occurred while 
Monique was attempting to 
protect her "Mommaw," 
Kay, from Danny, the arrest 
warrant for Danny alleges. 

"(Danny) acted as if he

Motorcyclist 
dies in wreck 

STANFORD — A 
motorcyclist is dead and his 
female passenger is in the 
hospital after his motorcy¬ 
cle collided with a vehicle 
along U.S. 27 Saturday 
morning. 

Lincoln County Coroner 
Farris Marcum said he pro¬ 
nounced Danville resident 
Michael Roberts, 62, dead 
at the scene of the wreck 
about 11:20 a.m. 

Roberts' passenger, Abby 
Lambert of Danville, was 
airlifted to the University of 
Kentucky Chandler 

Medical Center, where she 
was in fair condition as of 
Monday morning. 

Marcum said the motor¬ 
cyclist was northbound on 
U.S. 27 north of Stanford 
when a vehicle driven by 
Bill Ed Leedy of Stanford 
attempted to turn onto Bell 
Street in front of the motor¬ 
cycle. 

Marcum said witnesses 
reported the motorcyclist 
had no time to react. 

Roberts was killed 
instantly in the collision. He 
and Lambert were not wear¬ 
ing helmets, Marcum said. 

A Lincoln County 
Sheriff’s deputy is investi¬ 
gating the crash, but could 
not be reached for com¬ 
ment.

Stanford mayor 
proposes budget

STANFORD — Mayor 
Bill Miracle has proposed a 
$2.2 million budget for 
Stanford in the coming fis¬ 
cal year that would reduce 
the city's police force and 
rework the organization of 
the arts program, among 
other changes. 

The proposed budget, 
which was presented to city 
council members for review 
last week and has not 
received any official read¬ 
ings, would eliminate one

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Second try 
at shield law 
echoes first 


An irony of timing 
twice has put U.S. Army 
Pfc. Bradley Manning in 
the headlines at critical 
moments in gaining con¬ 
gressional approval of a 
federal shield law that 
would protect journalists 
and their confidential 
sources. 

On Capitol Hill, there’s 
new-found White House 
support and congressional 
action behind proposals 
to for the first time pro¬ 
vide legal means in feder¬ 
al courts for journalists to 
keep secret their confi¬ 
dential sources and 
unpublished information. 
President Obama called 
for passage of federal 
shield law in the wake of 
two controversies in May 
involving Department of 
Justice moves to seize 
journalists’ phone record, 
e-mail and other data. 

A long-standing goal of 
many journalism organi¬ 
zations for years, an ear¬ 
lier version of a shield 
law gained U.S. House 
approval in 2009. But it 
died the next year in the 
Senate, in large degree 
because of the then- 
breaking controversy sur¬ 
rounding Manning and 
his leaking of hundreds 
of thousands of secret 
military reports and 
diplomatic cables to the 
online organization 
Wikileaks. 

Just as this latest 
attempt at the shield law 
gathers steam, along 
comes Manning and 
Wikileaks again. Just a 
few miles from the 
Capitol, in a military 
courtroom at Ft. Meade, 
Md., Manning faces 
court-martial proceedings 
about the Wikileaks dis¬ 
closure. Prosecutors say 
classified information 
from that unprecedented 
disclosure then went from 
Wikileaks to Osama Bin 
Laden and others, endan¬ 
gered American lives and 
harmed relations with 
U.S. allies. 

The Manning trial rais¬ 
es anew not only the pre¬ 
vious specter of the mas¬ 
sive Wikileaks disclo¬ 
sures, but the fear that 
any source protection in 
federal courts will make 
it just that much more 
difficult to find and pros¬ 
ecute those leaking docu¬ 
ments that threaten 
American lives and the 
nation’s safety. 

Such fear — which last 
time led to the White 
House withdrawing its 
support of the shield law 

— will just add to an 
already complex issue of 
defining who is covered 
by the revived “Free 
Flow of Information Act” 

— in effect, answering 
the root question of “Who 
is a journalist? 

Wikileaks describes 
itself as “a not-for-profit 
media organization” that

provides “an innovative, 
secure and anonymous 
way for sources to leak 
information to our jour¬ 
nalists.” That self-defini¬ 
tion could not be further 
from one favored by 
some members of 
Congress, who would see 
it labeled a terrorist 
organization. 

Currently, two potential 
definitions are on the 
table: In the Senate bill, 
gathering information to 
distribute it to the public 
is all that’s required - 
which might or might not 
include Wikileaks. In the 
House version, there is an 
added condition: 
Newsgathering must be 
done “for financial gain 
or livelihood.” Wikileaks 
is funded by contribu¬ 
tions for its work, but is 
that the kind of income 
the bill’s sponsors have in 
mind? And then there are 
bloggers and student 
journalists, many of 
whom neither work for 
commercial enterprises or 
are paid for their work. 
Would they be included 
or excluded by the pro¬ 
posed shield laws. 

Both House and Senate 
versions exclude for 
“agents of a foreign 
power.” As Washington 
Post national security 
write Walter Pincus noted 
in a recent column, such 
a definition would 
exclude journalists work¬ 
ing for organizations tied 
to terrorist groups, but 
might it also exclude "... 
the BBC, Agence France- 
Presse and some Russian 
government-owned serv¬ 
ices?” 

Some First Amendment 
advocates see any 
description of a journalist 
as a form of government 
licensing — one of the 
very conditions that 
prompted the nation’s 
founders to provide such 
strong First Amendment 
shelter for a free press. 
And, as Pincus mused in 
that same column, such a 
law could be used by any 
given administration in 
the future to exclude 
reporters or media outlets 
disliked by government 
officials. 

In the end, Congress 
should keep in mind that 
while recognizing an ulti¬ 
mate need for national 
security, the goal should 
be to keep our fellow citi¬ 
zens as well-informed as 
possible.

Security trumps privacy? 

Beware 'intelligence-industrial complex' 


Perhaps the most shock¬ 
ing thing about the recent¬ 
ly revealed anti-terrorism 
surveillance operations is 
that they're not all that sur¬ 
prising. 

Americans have consent¬ 
ed to a sweeping surrender 
of their civil liberties since 
the attacks of Sept. 11, 
2001. Meanwhile, the pro¬ 
liferation of information 
technology allows the col¬ 
lection and commercializa¬ 
tion of all sorts of personal 
data. How else does an 
Internet retailer know 
what you want to buy 
before you do? 

Nonetheless, the govern¬ 
ment's mass seizure of 
phone and email records 

— metadata, as it's called 

— should spark new soul- 
searching about how much 
freedom from government 
snooping we're willing to 
sacrifice in exchange for 
possibly foiling a terrorist 
plot. 

We're not suggesting the 
data has been misused to 
violate the rights of 


Americans. But we should 
remember something that 
sets this country apart 
from totalitarian regimes: 
constitutional guarantees 
against governmental 
monitoring of the private 
lives of law-abiding citi¬ 
zens. 

Do we really want a 
great Orwellian database 
and electronic tracking of 
U.S. citizens? Facebook 
might sell your informa¬ 
tion, but Facebook can't 
put you in jail; the govern¬ 
ment can. 

The Patriot Act, which 
was passed six weeks after 
the 9/11 attacks, eroded 
privacy rights and has 
been renewed by 
Congress, which in 2011 
approved the provision 
that's now being cited as 
authority for the phone 
surveillance program. 

To its credit, the Obama 
administration has greatly 
increased congressional 
and court oversight of 
intelligence activities 
started by the Bush admin¬ 


istration. That's why both 
Democrats and 
Republicans in Congress 
are defending the surveil¬ 
lance programs and insist¬ 
ing on their legality. 

But when a government 
contractor's employee who 
has access to classified 
materials claims that "any 
analyst at any time can 
target anyone. ... I, sitting 
at my desk, certainly have 
the authorities to wiretap 
anyone — from you or 
your accountant, to a fed¬ 
eral judge, to even the 
president," Americans 
should demand assurances 
that this is not happening 
and could not happen. 

Edward Snowden, the 
former CIA computer tech¬ 
nologist who leaked docu¬ 
ments about the metadata 
collections and another 
National Security Agency 
program that accesses the 
servers of major technolo¬ 
gy companies to track for¬ 
eign nationals, is an 
employee of Booz Allen 
Hamilton. 


Booz Allen Hamilton 
earned $1.3 billion from 
government intelligence 
work during the past fiscal 
year; has 25,000 employ¬ 
ees, half of whom hold 
top-secret security clear¬ 
ances, and serves as a 
revolving door between 
government intelligence 
agencies and its executive 
suites. 

Other private companies 
are also reaping a bonanza 
from increased reliance of 
government intelligence 
agencies on private con¬ 
tractors and the insatiable 
desire for more data. 

This raises another con¬ 
cern: How much of the 
government's quest for 
more data is driven by 
genuine security concerns 
and how much by the prof¬ 
it motive of these private 
contractors? 

If former President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower 
were around today, he'd 
probably be warning us to 
watch out for the "intelli¬ 
gence industrial complex."

Dozens were on-hand at 
the public hearing to exam¬ 
ine maps of the proposed 
sewer system and ask ques¬ 
tions. 

Reaction to the plan, 
which would bring sewer to 
about 500 customers south 
of Junction City and some 
additional customers in 
Hustonville, was generally 
positive and no one voiced 
outright opposition. 

"This is not a desire; it is 
basically a need," said Jerry 
Wilcher, who lives north of 
Hustonville along the corri¬ 
dor and serves on the coun¬ 
ty's planning commission. 
"This is going to have to 
happen." 

The phase-one sewer plan 
calls for a sewer main run¬ 
ning parallel with U.S. 127 
from Hustonville north to 
Junction City, where it 
would connect to Danville's 
sewer system. 

Danville would then treat 
the sewage sent its way for a 
"very reasonable rate," said 
Bill Payne, chairman of the 
Lincoln County Sanitation 
District. 

The sewer main would ini¬ 
tially serve mostly residents 
along the east side of U.S. 
127 at the north end of the 
county, along with 
Hustonville Elementary 
School and a smattering of 
homes and businesses in the 
Hustonville area. 

Most Hustonville 

Customers and those in 
between Hustonville and the 
north Lincoln area wouldn't 
be added until a later phase. 

"Everything basically 
south of McCormack's 
Church Road will be 


skipped," said Luther 
Galloway, project engineer 
with AGE Engineering. "It 
won't be added (in this 
phase)." 

Building a sewer system 
to serve the entire area all at 
once was too costly an 
endeavor to undertake, so 
the initial plan was to bring 
sewer to the north end of 127 
first, then to the Hustonville 
area later. 

But officials decided to 
add Hustonville Elementary 
School to the first phase plan 
because of how the school 
struggles to operate without 
a sewer connection. 

Students at the school cur¬ 
rently eat with disposable 
plates and utensils because 
the dishwashers can't be run 
without overloading the sys¬ 
tem and causing sewage to 
run straight into Hanging 
Fork Creek. 

School Board Chairman 
Jim Kelley said the cost to 
the school district of avoid¬ 
ing the dishwashers is "con¬ 
siderable" and likely to 
increase in the coming year 
because all students will get 
to eat breakfast and lunch for 
free. 

Galloway said in addition 
to the school, about 52 
homes and approximately 18 
businesses in the Hustonville 
area would be added to the 
sewer system under the plan. 

Hustonville Mayor David 
Peyton noted Hustonville's 
elderly apartments on Taylor 
Avenue will be among the 
buildings that get sewer in 
phase one. 

Peyton said under the pro¬ 
posed plan, the city of 
Hustonville would handle 
daily operations and mainte¬ 
nance, along with billing 
duties, but the actual sewer 
system would be owned by 
the county. 


Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said 
having Hustonville on-board 
is a positive for the sewer 
project. 

"Mayor Peyton is very 
progressive," Adams said. 
"He can see into the future 
and he sees what needs to be 
done there in Hustonville to 
make it a viable communi¬ 
ty." 

How much will 
it cost customers? 

Officials acknowledged 
many in attendance Monday 
night were likely interested 
in knowing how much sewer 
was going to cost them on a 
monthly basis. 

The total cost is still 
unknown because a lot of 
funding for the project is still 
up in the air and the cost of 
debt accrued to build the 
sewer system could make up 
a substantial portion of 
monthly bills, officials said. 

Payne said the total 
monthly cost for each cus¬ 
tomer would be determined 
by three components: the 
cost of daily operations and 
maintenance on the system; 
the cost of treating the 
sewage; and the cost of pay¬ 
ing off any debt. 

Galloway said an average 
customer who uses about 
4,000 gallons per month 
would pay $13 for the cost of 
daily operations and $11 for 
the cost of treating the 
sewage. Any debts the sewer 
system has to pay off would 
add monthly cost on top of 
that $24, he said. 

Payne said the county has 
to figure out if it can secure 
enough funding and keep 
debt low enough that prices 
don't become outrageous. 

"Our goal is not to make 
money, but another part of 


our goal is provide a service 
that is hopefully reasonably 
priced so that future devel¬ 
opment in this area will want 
to hook onto the system," he 
said. "If the price-per-month 
is so high that the next devel¬ 
opers stay just far enough 
away so that they can't hook 
up to the system, then we 
really will have sort of 
defeated the purpose of the 
whole project. So our goal is 
to price the service as rea¬ 
sonably as we can." 

Payne said officials will 
have to be able to balance 
the cost of installing the 
sewer system with the cost to 
customers if the plan is 
going to work. 

"The only thing worse 
than having no sanitary 
sewer system is having a 
sanitary sewer system that 
goes bankrupt," he said. "We 
want to be able to provide a 
service, and we need to be 
able to pay our bills while 
we do that." 

Why is sewer needed? 

Investigations into water 
quality in the Dix River and 
Hanging Fork Creek water¬ 
sheds have revealed that 75- 
80 percent of the bacteria 
contaminating the area 
waters comes from human 
waste, Payne said. 

The waste apparently 
makes its way into the water¬ 
shed through straight-pipes 
and broken septic systems. 

Multiple third-party 
sources have recommended 
constructing a sewer system 
as the best way to combat the 
water pollution, which 
reaches sewage-level con¬ 
tamination at some points, 
Payne added. 

The pollution problem 
doesn't just affect water on 
the ground, it affects water 


coming out of the tap, Payne 
said. 

"The Hanging Fork 
(Creek in Hustonville) runs 
into the Dix River; the Dix 
River runs into Herrington 
Lake; and just below the 
head of Herrington Lake is 
where Danville has their 
water-intake station," he 
said. "As citizens of this 
area of Lincoln County, we 
buy our water from 
Hustonville; and 

Hustonville buys their water 
from Danville. 

"Danville pumps it out 
right below where we dump 
it back into the lake," he con¬ 
tinued. "So from a public- 
health standpoint, it's not a 
very good situation. It could 
be much improved if the 
water-quality in the Dix 
River and the Hanging Fork 
watersheds was better." 

What is the 
funding situation? 

Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court formed the Lincoln 
County Sanitation District 
about two years ago, with 
the goal of figuring out the 
best feasible way to make 
sewer a reality for the 
fastest-growing area in the 
county. 

After failing to find fund¬ 
ing during previous grant 
and loan cycles, this time 
around, $2 million in fund¬ 
ing from the Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority has 
been secured. 

Monday evening's public 
hearing was held in order to 
meet application require¬ 
ments for an additional $1 
million in funding through a 
community development 
block grant from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. 

And officials think as 


much as $2.5 million more 
could be obtained through 
rural development funding 
from the Department of 
Agriculture and money from 
the Appalachian Regional 
Commission. 

"This year, we think we 
have a very good possibility 
of getting funding," said Jim 
Adams, Lincoln County 
judge-executive. "There's 
politics involved, there's 
budget cuts from 
Washington, so we have to 
deal with that. I'm not going 
to guarantee we're going to 
get it, but I feel a lot better 
about it this year than I did 
before." 

Though funding this time 
around is a possibility, offi¬ 
cials at Monday's meeting 
pined for past times, when 
funding pools for govern¬ 
ment infrastructure projects 
were twice as big and "ear¬ 
mark" wasn't yet the four- 
letter word it has become. 

"Our timing is not very 
good," Payne said. "If we'd 
done this 6 or 8 years ago, 
there was a lot more grant 
money, particularly for 
infrastructure. ... Since 
2009, things have pretty 
well dried up." 

Adams said state Rep. 
David Meade, R-Stanford, is 
keeping an eye out in 
Frankfort for any potential 
funding options through the 
state legislature, but noted 
Kentucky lawmakers 

haven't "handed out funding 
like this" since 2006. 

Payne said officials will 
be digging through all 
options to make sure they 
get any funding that is still 
available. 

"We're pursuing every 
opportunity that we can," he 
said. "We'll leave no stone 
unturned — I can assure you 
of that."

operate, said Mike Poynter, Executive 
Director for KBEMS. 

"No discipline or nothing like that 
involved," Poynter said. "If someone tells 
us, 'hey, we're shutting down,' then we dis¬ 
continue (their license)." 

If McKinney Ambulance wants to get its 
license back, it will have to re-apply 
through the Certificate of Need office, 
Poynter said. 

Applying agencies have to show that 
there is a need in their area and that they 
have appropriate equipment to run an 
ambulance service, among other things, 
Poynter said. 

Typically, application processes can take 
"a few months" from initial application to a 
final decisions, he added. 

McKinney Ambulance Board Chairman 
James Williams said the McKinney board is 
still "trying to look at all the options we've 
got and choose the best way to go." 

"They pulled our license so we basically 
just have to start all over again," Williams 
said. "It takes a while to get one. It could 
take anywhere from weeks to months 
depending on what the state board does." 

Williams said the whole application 
process is a complex, red-tape-filled affair. 

"I'm dreading even trying to wade into 
it," he said. 


In the meantime, Williams said he's been 
told by Lincoln County Ambulance Board 
Chairman Jerry Shelton that the board will 
likely withhold funding to the McKinney 
service "until further notice" because the 
organization is not open and making runs. 

Shelton could not be reached for com¬ 
ment before press time. 

Williams said McKinney Ambulance 
might reapply for its license, but is also 
considering other options, including merg¬ 
ing with one of Lincoln County's four other 
local ambulance boards. 

Lincoln County Ambulance Service is 
the only taxing district in the county 
focused on EMS. It usually disperses its 
revenues among the five private, non-profit 
boards around the county. 

Lincoln County officials said financial 
problems were at least part of the reason 
McKinney Ambulance shuttered its opera¬ 
tions on May 17. 

"It just seemed like maybe it was some 
mismanagement, not to point the finger at 
anybody," Magistrate Joe Stanley said 
about a week after the closure. "...The 
money just got gone." 

Neighboring ambulance services from 
Stanford, Waynesburg and the west side of 
the county have been responding to calls in 
the McKinney area since the shutdown. 

The county ambulance board is sched¬ 
uled to meet 7 p.m. Monday at the old 
Lincoln County courthouse in Stanford.

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vehicle collided with a school bus. 

Superintendent Karen Hatter said 
Monday she is just beginning to go over the 
details of the cases with school district 
attorneys. 

"Our lawyers are advising and I'm just 
following their advice," Hatter said. 

The board has not yet filed a response to 
either of the complaints. 

According to her lawsuit, Teresa Hoskins 
had worked for the school system for 13 
years, most recently as a preschool teacher 
at Highland Elementary, when her employ¬ 
ment contract was not renewed in May 
2012. She suffered from severe migraine 
headaches for “a number of years,” the 
complaint says. 

In December 2011, Hoskins turned in a 
doctor’s statement noting her “serious 
health issue” to Hatter, who suggested 
Hoskins look into requesting time off under 
the Family and Medical Leave Act. Hoskins 
did and Hatter signed off on the request, the 
lawsuit says. 

During the next few months, Hoskins 
“took time off as necessary to cope with her 
severe migraines” and returned to work as 
soon as she was able,” according to the 
complaint. After her termination in May 
2012, Hoskins’ family members were 
“informed” the reason her contract was not 


renewed by the board was because of 
“excessive absences.” 

“...her right to extended leave to cope 
with her serious medical condition was 
impaired and Lincoln County Public 
Schools’s decision to not renew her contract 
was in retaliation for taking time off to man¬ 
age her serious medical condition,” the law¬ 
suit says. 

Hoskins is seeking an unspecified amount 
in damages for lost wages and insurance 
benefits, and reinstatement to her position. 
The complaint was filed by Danville attor¬ 
ney Winfield Frankel. 

In the other lawsuit, Caroline McKinney 
of Eubank alleges she was operating her 
vehicle in a careful manner when it collided 
with a school bus driven by Jerry Bailey in 
May 2011. Bailey was reckless and negli¬ 
gent for allowing the bus to travel across the 
center line and into McKinney’s lane of 
travel, causing the collision and permanent 
injuries to McKinney, the complaint main¬ 
tains. 

A claim to repair McKinney’s car already 
has been paid. McKinney is seeking an 
unspecified amount in damages for medical 
bills, impairment of her ability to work, 
impairment of a bodily function, and pain 
and suffering. Somerset attorney John 
Prather filed the complaint. 

Interior Journal Editor Ben Kleppinger 
contributed to this report. 
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was going towards (Monique's) 
Mommaw to hurt her," the arrest 
warrant reads. "(Monique) stepped 
in and (Danny) started fussing ... 
saying very hurtful things to her." 

After that, Monique tried to call 
David Brummett, who is her father 
and the son of Danny, but Danny 
unplugged the phone, according to 
the arrest warrant. 

"(Monique) threw the phone and 
(Danny) hit (Monique) on the right 
side of the face, knocking her 
glasses off, bending them and 
knocking the lens out," the warrant 
reads. "(Monique) pushed him 
away and (Danny) hit her again on 
the right side of the face." 

Monique and Danny were due to 
appear in court concerning the 
alleged assault on the day of the 
shooting. May 9. 

Details on 
stolen property 

During the shooting investiga¬ 
tion, state police found stolen 
property worth tens of thousands 
of dollars, including more than 130 


guns, on David Brummett's prop¬ 
erty and arrested him for receiving 
stolen property. 

David bonded out of jail but was 
arrested again less than a week 
later on more charges of receiving 
stolen property. 

Court documents show David 
currently faces the following 
charges from the two arrests: 

• 99 counts of being a convicted 
felon in possession of a firearm; 

• 39 counts of being a convicted 
felon in possession of a handgun; 

• receiving stolen property worth 
$10,000 or more; and 

• two counts of receiving a 
stolen firearm. 

In addition to the charges against 
David, search warrant documents 
show state police confiscated large 
amounts of property from David's 
home and business during the two 
arrests, including: 

• a skid-loader that police have 
estimated is worth more than 
$50,000; 

• five trailers of various sizes; 

• $26,000 in cash; 

• eight laptop computers; 

• a wide variety of tools and 
power tools; 

• five chainsaws; 


• four weed-eaters; and 

• camera equipment. 

State Police Det. Rodney Wren 
obtained the first search warrant 
for David's property shortly after 
the shooting incident, when a 
stolen trailer was discovered 
behind the home of Kay and 
Monique. 

"During interviews with Kay 
and Monique, I was told that sev¬ 
eral more stolen items such as 
trailers, four wheelers, riding lawn 
mowers and firearms were located 
on the property of Danny and 
David Brummett," Wren wrote in 
his affidavit for the search warrant. 
"I was told by Kay and Monique 
Brummett that several individuals 
would bring items to Danny and 
David and they were told that these 
items were stolen by both Danny 
and David. 

"I was also told that there are 
stolen guns in several safes located 
in the residence of 1414 Simpson 
Road." 

The second search warrant that 
led to the second arrest of David 
was obtained after theft reports 
revealed that more items on 
David's property had been reported 
stolen than investigators initially 


believed. 

"I requested copies of the theft 
reports pertaining to the thefts and 
it was discover (sic) that several 
items that were listed in the theft 
reports had been left at the scene," 
an affidavit from Wren reads. "The 
items were not known to be stolen 
at the time, but have been found to 
be stolen after review of the 
reports. 

"I have also been told by mem¬ 
bers of the family that there is a 
notebook computer that David 
Brummett uses to sell stolen prop¬ 
erty on eBay." 

Details on prior charge 

Court records also show that the 
day before the shooting incident. 
May 8, Kay filed a criminal com¬ 
plaint against David, alleging he 
trespassed on her land and stole 
items from her. 

David has been charged with 
theft by unlawful taking and third- 
degree criminal trespassing in 
regards to that case. He is set to be 
arraigned on those charges at 1 
p.m. June 24. 

Kay's criminal complaint against 
David claims he has been unlaw¬ 


fully on her land and states that 
Kay wants David to stay away 
from her and Monique. 

Current situation 

Danny was airlifted to the 
University of Kentucky Chandler 
Medical Center after the shooting 
incident May 9. He is apparently 
still in the hospital receiving treat¬ 
ment for his injuries, but was 
admitted under an assumed name, 
so condition updates are unavail¬ 
able. 

As of last week, KSP spokesman 
Trooper Paul Blanton had no fur¬ 
ther updates on Danny’s situation. 

Blanton has said in the past that 
charges will likely be brought 
against Danny for the shooting inci¬ 
dent after he is released from the 
hospital or his condition improves. 

As of Monday, no charges had 
been filed in Lincoln County 
against Danny for the shooting inci¬ 
dent. 

While David is scheduled to be 
arraigned for the theft and trespass¬ 
ing charges brought by Kay, he did 
not have future court dates sched¬ 
uled in the stolen property cases as 
of Monday. 
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Lincoln could save $ 16 K with utility fixes

STANFORD — Lincoln 
County magistrates have 
approved a contract with a 
utility-bill-savings company 
that’s estimated to save the 
county as much as $16,278 
over three years. 

AIO Recovery found 


potential savings of about 
$616 per month by auditing 
the county's utility bills and 
proposing changes like 
switching long-distance car¬ 
riers and altering cell- 
phone-bill setups, said Lee 
Ann Smith, finance officer 
for Lincoln County Fiscal 
Court. 

By permitting AIO to 


audit the county's utilities, 
the county also agreed to 
give AIO 40 percent of any 
realized savings for the first 
24 months. Smith 
explained. 

Smith said the utility-bill 
changes are all "things we 
could have done on our 
own" but the county didn't 
have anyone with the time 


or expertise to do the 
research and figure out 
where savings could be real¬ 
ized. 

While AIO estimated the 
county's savings at about 
$616 per month. Smith said 
AIO will actually receive 40 
percent of whatever savings 
are actually saved. 

If the county winds up not 


saving anything with the 
changes, they won't owe 
AIO anything, she said. 

"I don't think that there's 
any risk involved with it," 
she said. 

If AIO's estimates prove 
to be accurate, the county 
will save about $370 per 
month after AIO takes out 
its 40 percent during the 


next 24 months. After that, 
any savings will be 100-per- 
cent returns for the county.

overnight event was the cul¬ 
mination of a year-long 
fund-raising effort which 
raised more than $107,000 
to benefit the American 
Cancer Society (ACS). 

For 12 hours, the Relay 
for Life teams and event vis¬ 
itors walked on a circle track 
at the fairgrounds to repre¬ 
sent the ongoing fight 
against cancer. 

The Lincoln County Relay 
for Life, which surpassed 
the $1-million mark in dona¬ 
tions last year, is in its 11th 
year. While this year’s Relay 
night tally fell around 
$11,000 short of the local 
committee’s goal, there was 
no bellyaching around the 
committee campfire. 

Despite the shortfall, first- 
year Lincoln County Relay 
for Life chairman Donya 
Saylor deemed the event a 
success. 

‘T have been involved in 
Relay in Lincoln County for 
six years and have been 
involved in other Relays as 
well for over the last 12 
years. Lincoln County has 
always had a very successful 
Relay!” she said. ‘T think 
the success is due to the 
tremendous support from 
our teams, sponsors and our 
community.” 

Whether or not Lincoln’s 
Relay reaches its $118,000 
goal before the final dona¬ 
tion is submitted is yet to be 
determined, but Saylor says 
she does expect the number 
to increase from Friday’s 
total. 

“As of Friday night we 
had raised $107,492.01. 
However, there is still some 
money out that will be 
turned in,” she said. 

This marks the fourth 
straight year that the local 
Relay for Life has surpassed 
$100,000 in ACS donations 
- a fact Saylor doesn’t find 
surprising. 

“No, the generosity of our 
community has always been 
very supportive of Relay for 
Life,” she said. “Even with 
the economy our community 
always seems to dig deep in 
its pockets and supports 
Relay for Life. I think 
everyone has been touched 
by cancer either by a loved 
one, a friend or neighbor. 

Our teams, committee and 
community are very pas¬ 
sionate about Relay for 
Life.” 

Fun was the rule Friday 
night as the Relay for Life 
teams competed throughout 
the 12-hour event in every¬ 
thing from “Holstein” bal¬ 
loon round-ups to sack races 


to a talent show to a tug-of- 
war. 

But at every Relay there is 
also time for solemn reflec¬ 
tion. Those in attendance 
take a seat in the bleachers 
or at their campsite as can¬ 
cer survivors - the beacons 
of hope in the fight against 
cancer - share their experi¬ 
ences with the disease. 

A silence fell over the 
2013 Lincoln County Relay 
for Life when Lisa Johnson 
stepped up to recount a very 
busy 2012. The Lincoln 
County Middle School 
teacher was a happy busy as 
the year started as she was 
working on raising her third 
son, had received her 
English teaching degree 
from Eastern Kentucky 
University, was in her fifth 
year of teaching drama, was 
nearing the end of her mas¬ 
ter’s degree studies, was 
planning a cruise to cele¬ 
brate her 25th wedding 
anniversary and her middle 
son. Jarred, was preparing to 
leave for Air Force basic 
training. But the happiness 
was suddenly halted when 
she was diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

Johnson had endured 
many retakes of mammo¬ 
grams, ultrasounds and biop¬ 
sies over the years but 
results had always been neg¬ 
ative - until the first of July 
2012 when she got that “you 
have breast cancer” call. 

“I remember a feeling of 
just being angy and being so 
sick of my breasts causing 
me so many problems. Now 
they are going to kill me, I 
thought!” Johnson said. 

“No, they are not! My 
mantra suddenly became, 
‘Accept it, own it, kick it’s 


butt.’” 

Johnson said she knew 
immediately that she wanted 
a double mastectomy and 
the surgery was scheduled 
for July 5. The cancer had 
not spread but she still had 
to go through chemotherapy 
treatments. She has since 
undergone reconstruction 
and is once again a busy 
happy. 

“I really don’t want to 
dwell on how awful my life 
was from October- 
December other than to say 
that I would never wish 
breast cancer treatments on 
my worst enemy,” Johnson 
said. “... (I am now) a pre- 
fectly proportioned, alive, 
vivacious woman who can 
achieve any goal I set my 
mind to.” 

Only one survivor stepped 
to the microphone this year. 
Lisa Adkins, whose son 
Josh Adkins died from the 
disease in 2007, shared her 
experience with the “C” 
word. 

“Most of you that know 
me, know that I lost my son 
to cancer at the age of 13,” 
Adkins began. “It was one 
of the hardest things that I 
have had to experience in 
my life. Josh was only 
eight-years-old when I 
learned that he had the big 
‘C’ word. We really didn’t 
say the cancer word at 
home. He came home from 
school one day and said, 

‘My mouth hurts.’ When I 
looked into his mouth, I saw 
a knot in the roof of his 
mouth.” 

The discovery prompted 
Adkins to take her son to a 
dentist, then the dentist sent 
them to an oral surgeon. 

“She (surgeon) kind of

looked at it and frowned at 
me. And she biopsied it,” 
Adkins said. “That’s when 
we found out the news that 
he had the ‘C’ word.” 

What followed was a suc¬ 
cession of surgery and 
chemotherapy treatments 
and a lot of questioning, but 
not from Josh. 

“I kept thinking and ask¬ 
ing myself, “Why him? 

Why should he be going 
through this? He should be 
playing ball with all his lit¬ 
tle friends and buddies,” 
Adkins said. “One thing I 
can say is, I always ques¬ 
tioned ‘Why? Why? Why?’ 
He was eight, he never said, 
‘Mom, why do I have to do 
this.’” 

Surgery and chemo even¬ 
tually cured Josh of the ‘C’ 
word and he resumed his 
normal activities, including 
playing sports with his 
friend and cousin, Boone 
Baird. 

But the ‘C’ word was 
back in Josh’s live several 
years later. And this time 
Josh would not recover, suc¬ 
cumbing to cancer shortly 
after his 13th birthday in 
2007. 

“The impact that it has 
done on my life is horrible 
and I’ll never get over it. 

The pain will live with me 
for the rest of my life” Lisa 
Adkins said. “If your child 
or loved one complains, 
don’t ever ignore it. You 
need to get them to the doc¬ 
tor, just get them there.”

full-time police officer posi¬ 
tion and add one part-time 
officer position. 

The change would leave 
the Stanford Police 
Department with eight hill- 
time officers and three part- 
time officers. 

The reduction in force 
would save about $12,000 in 
salaries and benefits, but the 
total police budget would still 
be larger than this year's 
budget by about $28,000, 
thanks to increases in mainte¬ 
nance costs and the planned 
addition of two police cruis¬ 
ers. 

Miracle said while 
"nobody wants us to feel 
unsafe or like we're inade¬ 
quately covered," he believes 
Stanford's police force will 
still be adequately large for 
the size of the city. 

He estimated the 
"statewide average" for police 
presence in cities the size of 
Stanford is about 1.9 police 
officers for every 1,000 resi¬ 
dents. 

"We will be in-line with 
everybody else across the 
state that I can find," he said. 
"You will find some towns 
our size with even less of a 
force than that." 

Miracle added he believes 
there have been times in the 
police department's past 
when there were as many as 
10 officers, which was proba¬ 
bly not the best use of city 
funds. 

"When you look at it in a 
reasonable way and an 
affordable way, I think we'll 
be a lot more in-line now 
than we have been for a long 
time," he said. 

Miracle's proposed budget 
also calls for elimination of 
the paid arts program director 
position when current 
Director Bob Swett retires at 
the end of September. 

In Swetfs place. Miracle 
has proposed that he and for¬ 
mer city clerk Denise Pike 
take over as volunteer direc¬ 
tors. 

While the elimination of 
the director position would 
save about $27,000 in salary 
and benefits. Miracle said he 
updated the expected 
expense from "promotions 
and cruise-ins" to more accu¬ 
rately reflect what has been 
spent this year. 

After increasing that line 
item by about $21,500 and 
making other cuts and adjust¬ 
ments, Miracle's proposed 
arts budget is about $13,800 
smaller than its budget this 
year. 

Miracle said he budgeted 
$2,000 less for revenue from 


the arts program because los¬ 
ing a dedicated, paid director 
could mean less income from 
programming. 

"With Bob leaving we may 
lose some certain activities or 
there may be some sort of 
drop-off," Miracle said. "I 
hope to retain somewhat of a 
good arts program, but I do 
think we will lose some 
enthusiasm — some parts of 
the program may even drop 
off — due to the fact of Bob's 
retirement." 

This year, with Swett at the 
helm, the arts program gener¬ 
ated about $45,000-$46,000 
in revenue — at least $6,000 
more than it was budgeted to 
bring in. Miracle estimated. 

Under the proposed budg¬ 
et, the arts program is expect¬ 
ed to bring in $37,000 in rev¬ 
enue. The program's pro¬ 
posed expenses of $34,687 
mean if it sticks to its budget, 
it will be a net financial gain 
for the city. 

Other notable changes in 
Miracle's proposed budget 
include: 

• a voluntary pay cut of 
$2,000 for the mayor and a 
proposed voluntary cut of 
$50 per month to council 
members’ pay; 

• a raise of 15-25 cents for 
city employees; 

• an increase of about 
$26,000 in fire expenses, 
much of which Miracle said 
is necessary to help maintain 
the city's ISO rating and pre¬ 
vent insurance rates from ris¬ 
ing; and 

• lower revenue from all 
major tax sources, totaling 
about $90,000 less than was 
budgeted this year. 

Miracle said some changes 
in the budget were made to 
more accurately reflect 
spending and revenue. 

Auditor Craig Butler 
recently highlighted discrep¬ 
ancies between budgets and 
actual spending during the 
city's 2011-2012 fiscal year, 
leading to recommendations 
that city council members 
amend the budget before 
making new spending deci¬ 
sions and review financial 
statements every month. 

Miracle said while his pro¬ 
posed budget attempts to fix 
many of the technical issues 
Butler pointed out, the city 
will still need to follow 
through on the monthly 
reviews in order to stay on- 
track. 

"We are going to keep a 
monthly eye on this budget, 
which is something that's not 
been done in the past," he 
said. 

A city council meeting 
could be called this week to 
further discuss the proposed 
budget. 


Lincoln set to pay for 911 service out of general fund

LANCASTER — Lincoln 
County could have to spend 
out of its general fund during 
the next fiscal year to fully 
fund 911 service. 

Board members for 
Bluegrass 911, the emer¬ 
gency call center that serves 
Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties, approved a 2013-14 
budget June 5 that calls for a 
$32,813 contribution from 
Lincoln County. 

No similar general-fund 
contribution from Garrard 
County appears in the budget 
because Garrard magistrates 


voted last month to increase 
monthly landline telephone 
fees from $3 to $3.50, 
Bluegrass 911 Director Russ 
Clark said. 

Lincoln's landline fee is 
currently still at $3. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams, who 
sits on the 911 board, said his 
county's magistrates have the 
option to raise landline fees 
as well, but he doesn't think 
that's the right path to take. 

Income for the 911 center 
has been dwindling for years 
as fewer and fewer people 
opt for landline telephones. 

The monthly 911 fees 
charged on landlines make 


up the majority of the cen¬ 
ter's funding. This coming 
fiscal year, the center is 
expecting to receive almost 
two-thirds of its revenue 
from landline customers. 

Adams said he's not com¬ 
fortable upping monthly fees 
on landline users who 
already pay more than those 
who have cut the cord. 

"Technology has put us in 
the position we're in and I 
don't want to hold a very 
small portion of the popula¬ 
tion responsible for that," he 
said. 

Adams said he plans on 
including a $36,000 line item 
for 911 funding in Lincoln 


County's budget — a little 
more than $3,000 beyond 
what the 911 budget asks for 
— in order "to be safe." 

Lincoln County's budget 
has not been approved or had 
a first reading from fiscal 
court yet. If magistrates want 
to up the landline fee in 
Lincoln to $3.50 and avoid 
paying anything out of the 
general fund, "that will be a 
choice the magistrates will 
have to make," Adams said. 

If nothing changes, the 
coming fiscal year will be the 
first since 2007 that Lincoln 
County has to pay anything 
out of its general fund for 
911 service. 


In 2007, Lincoln and 
Garrard merged their 911 call 
centers to create Bluegrass 
911. 

The counties have attempt¬ 
ed to solve their revenue 
problem by moving 911 fees 
from landline phones to 
water meters — an unprece¬ 
dented move that could be 
copied by 911 centers around 
the state if successful. 

But Garrard is currently 
battling through a lawsuit 
appeal challenging the con¬ 
stitutionality of the change. 

Until the matter is settled 
in court, officials have decid¬ 
ed to continue relying on 
landline fees — and now 


potentially general fund 
money from Lincoln County. 

Adams said if about 
$32,000 is all Lincoln 
County's general fund will be 
on the hook for, then he 
thinks the county can handle 
that cost for now. 

"We'll have to live with it 
until we get this water-meter 
thing straightened out," he 
said. 

In other business, 911 
board members accepted the 
resignation former board 
member Wendell Hatfield 
and accepted the appoint¬ 
ment of Garrard County 
Sheriff Ronnie Wardrip in his 
place.

Aaron Cook on receiving archery schoiarship

STANFORD - Archery has 
been a part of Aaron Cook’s 
life for as long as he can 
remember, however, it never 
occurred to him that the sport 
he loved would some day 
help pay for his education. 

But Cook is on target to 
have archery do just that, 
becoming the first Lincoln 
County High School student 
to get an archery scholarship 
when he signed to shoot for 
the University of the 
Cumberiands. 


“There really wasn’t any 
place that you could do that 
and get a scholarship, at least 
not any place that I was inter¬ 
ested in,” Cook said. “I think 
the University of the 
Cumberiands is the first 
school in Kentucky to offer 
archery scholarships.” 

The Williamsburg college 
wasn’t Cook’s top post-sec¬ 
ondary pick, with his heart set 
on attending Campbellsville 
University. It took a chance 
encounter on a job worksite 
last summer to produce a 


change of heart and a new top 
choice. 

“I was working for 
Kentucky Heartland 

Outreach, a non-profit organ¬ 
ization in Campbellsville, 
where church youth groups 
from all over the United 


States come to help put roofs 
and decks on for people who 
can’t afford it,” said Cook. 
“One of the interns that I 
worked with was getting 
ready to go to Cumberiands 
and she was going for an 
archery scholarship. I thought 


that was interesting, and it got 
me to think about where I 
wanted to go.” 

Two visits to the 
Cumberiands’ campus later 
and a meeting with archery 
head coach Kris Strebeck 
helped Cook push the school 
to the top of his list. 

Cook said that a $2,400-a- 
year archery scholarship offer 
combined with an $8,000 
academic scholarship and 
over $4,000 in Christian 
Leadership scholarships 
would cover the costs of his 


education. 

But Cook wasn’t sure that 
all the monies would be com¬ 
ing his way. 

“I hadn’t heard anything 
else back from the archery 
coach or anybody from 
Cumberiands,” he said. “But 
I got my awards package 
from the Cumberiands and 
they had the archery scholar¬ 
ship in there.” 

“I couldn’t believe every-

Controlling flies on cattle 


Competition and education are on agenda 
at Kentucky Junior Livestock Expos 


Horn flies and face flies 
are key pests of cattle in 
Kentucky. Both species 
breed in fresh pasture 
manure piles but present 
very different threats and 
management problems. 
Fortunately, there are a 
variety of fly control 
options. 

Horn flies are blood 
feeders. They remain on 
animals most of the time, 
taking 20 to 30 small blood 
meals per day. More than 
100 flies along the sides 
and backs of each animal 
every day during the fly 
season can mean 12 to 15 
pounds lower weaning 
weights for spring calves 
and poor gains for older 
animals. 

Face flies spend about 90 
percent of their time resting 
off of animals and visit 
them only to feed on liquids 
around the eyes and face. 
This makes some fly con¬ 
trol methods more effective 
than others because face 
flies visit hard-to-treat areas 
for very short time periods. 

One control option is 
insecticide-impregnated 
cattle ear tags which release 
small amounts of an insecti¬ 
cide distributed over the 
animal during grooming or 
rubbing. In general, ear 
tags provide excellent, 
long-term control of horn 
flies and some brands also 
reduce face fly numbers. 


FRANKFORT - The emer¬ 
gency trout regulations on the 
Cumberland River below 
Wolf Creek Dam will be elim¬ 
inated June 15. 

The temporary regulations 
on Cumberland went into 
effect in September, 2009, in 
which anglers could keep an 
additional five rainbow trout 
daily. 

The drawdown of Lake 
Cumberland and its subse¬ 
quent creation of high water 
temperatures in the 
Cumberland River prompted 
the implementation of the 
emergency regulations nearly 
four years ago. Trout stress 
and lose body condition when 
water temperatures grow too 
high. 

"With improved water qual¬ 
ity from the raising of water 
levels in Lake Cumberland, 
we should have better condi¬ 
tions for trout in the 
Cumberland River," said 
Dave Dreves, fisheries 
research biologist for the 
Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources. "We 
will revert back to the existing 
regulations before the tempo¬ 
rary regulations went into 
place." 

On June 15, 2013 and later, 
anglers may keep five rain¬ 
bow trout daily, but those 


All tags are labeled for beef 
cattle while only those with 
certain active ingredients 
are approved for use on lac- 
tating dairy cattle. 
Normally, tags provide 12 
to 15 weeks of fly control. 
Tagging too early in the 
season can mean that the 
tags are not providing good 
control in the fall that will 
help to control the overwin¬ 
tering population. Mid to 
late May is a good time to 
plan to tag animals every 
year. 

Another method of con¬ 
trol is pour-on products. 
Horn flies are killed as they 
land on treated areas of the 
animal and pick up the 
insecticide through their 
body. Typically, the pour- 
ons provide about four 
weeks of fly reduction so 
they must be reapplied at 
intervals or used in combi¬ 
nation with other methods. 
The length of control will 
vary with weather and other 
factors so treat again when 
fly numbers build back up 
to about 100 per side but no 
sooner than the label 
instructions allow. 

Many cattle producers 
like to use self-application 
devices, such as dust bags, 
face mops, back rubbers, or 
automatic sprayers for pas¬ 
ture fly control. These 
devices can do a very effec¬ 
tive job of horn fly control 
and can help provide satis- 


caught between 15 and 20 
inches in length must be 
immediately released. Only 
one rainbow trout in the five 
trout daily creel limit may be 
longer than 20 inches. 

Anglers may keep one 
brown trout daily with a 20- 
inch minimum size limit and 
they may keep one brook trout 
daily with a 15-inch minimum 
size limit. 

During the drawdown, the 
lack of water cold enough for 
trout in the lower stretches of 
the Cumberland River in 
Kentucky pushed trout 
upstream, resulting in high 
trout densities in the river 
miles just below Wolf Creek 
Dam. 

"With the return to normal 
densities, there is no need to 
harvest 10 trout anymore," 
said Jeff Ross, assistant direc¬ 
tor of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. "A five fish 
limit is optimal to allow for 
adequate harvest, but still 
allow for trophy size poten¬ 
tial." 

Roughly 10,000 rainbow 
trout 15 inches and longer will 
be stocked this fall to bring 
back the quality rainbow trout 
fishery in the river in faster 
fashion. Later in the fall, fish¬ 
eries crews will stock an addi¬ 
tional 10,000 to 12,000 rain- 


factory to excellent face fly 
control. All require regular 
inspection to be sure that 
they are working and dis¬ 
pensing properly. These fly 
control methods must be 
put where animals can use 
them regularly. The num¬ 
ber needed will vary with 
herd size, pasture area, and 
other factors. The ultimate 
goal is to get each animal 
treated regularly. 

Horn flies and face flies 
breed in cattle dropping in 
pastures. Manure can be 
made toxic by having ani¬ 
mals consume an insecti¬ 
cide that passes out in the 
manure. Mineral blocks or 
loose supplements are 
available which contain fly 
control products. This 
method is only a part of a 
total pasture fly control pro¬ 
gram because horn flies and 
face flies will move in from 
nearby herds. 

Supplemental control 
through the use of dust bags 
or backrubbers is needed to 
deal with the “fly-ins” from 
your neighbor’s herds.
